We  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  who  have  so 
generously  subscribed  to  the  funds,  and  also  to  those  who  have 
assisted  in  collecting  or  raising  money. 

During  the  year  we  have  considered  our  Post-War  Planning, 
our  proposed  extensions  after  the  war  include  the  provision  of  a 
Nurses'  Home,  Children's  Ward,  Massage  Department.  To  this 
end,  by  the  means  of  two  !Bazaars  and  other  efforts,  we  raised 
£1,000  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  Massage  Department.

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A  Film  of  the  Hospital  and  the  work  carried  on  was  made  and 
donated  by  the  Ealing  Studios,  and  is  being  shown  at  local  cinemas. 
Already  nearly  £300  has  been  raised  as  a  result.  We  desire  to 
thank  the  Ealing  Studios  for  their  generous  gift,  and  also  the 
Cinema  Managers  for  their  co-operation. 

In  October  our  President,  Mrs.  David  Levi,  held  her  Annual 
Pound  Day,  by  which  the  sum  of  £150  was  collected,  together 
with  considerable  quantities  of  goods  in  kind.  Many* of  these  were 
given  by  Schools  and  local  Tradesmen. 

On  this  day  a  Brick  Fund  was  inaugurated.  For  the  sum  of 
2/6  a  Brick  may  be  purchased  towards  the  extension  of  the  FIos- 
pital.  Many  friends  have  supported  this  scheme. 

On  Whit-Monday  a  fete  was  held  in  Ravenor  Park,  Greenford, 
under  the  Mayor's  Joint  Hospitals'  Appeal.  As  previously, 
arrangements  were  made  and  very  ably  carried  out  by  the  Hanwell 
Hospital  Carnival  Committee.  The  work  entailed  covers  extensive 
preparation  over  a  lengthy  period.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Carnival 
Committee  and  all  others  who  helped,  and  we  hope  that  they  will 
continue  to  support  us  in  their  efforts  for  the  future. 

Mrs.  Rex  White  has  continued  her  very  efficient  work  in  con 
nection  with  Flag  Days,  and  the  Committee  appreciate  her  organis¬ 
ing  ability.  We  are  also  indebted  to  the  Hanwell  Townswomen 
Guild  for  their  continued  assistance. 

The  “  Hanwell  Hospital  Darts  Cup,"  presented  by  our  Chair¬ 
man,  Mr.  W.  H.  Sharp,  having  been  won  outright,  it  was  decided 
by  the  Carnival  Committee  to  purchase  another  for  competition. 
This  was  handed  to  the  “  Broadway  Social  Club  "  for  the  Finals 
for  1944. 

The  Ladies'  Linen  League  have  rendered  another  year  of  very 
useful  work  in  repairing,  renovating  and  providing  Ffospital  Linen. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  band  of  ladies  who  meet  weekly  to 
prepare  Swabs  and  Dressings. 

The  Consultants  and  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  St.  John  Am¬ 
bulance  Brigade,  and  all  voluntary  workers  continue  to  give  us 
their  very  generous  help,  without  which  we  could  not  achieve  the 
results  we  do.  Once  again  we  record  our  thanks  for  all  they  have 
done. 

Matron  and  her  Staff  of  Nurses,  and  the  Domestic  Staff  con¬ 
tinue  to  give  of  their  best,  and  the  appreciation  of  patients  is  excel¬ 
lent  proof  of  their  devotion  to  duty.

II.  FINANCE 

This  financial  report  f'or  the  sixth  year  of  war  will,  we  hope, 
be  the  last  occasion  on  which  we  have  to  omit  the  usual  lists  of 
Subscribers,  Donors  and  Box  Holders. 

The  past  year  has  again  been  very  successful  financially;  in 
spite  of  an  increase  in  expenditure  of  £661,  we  have  again  the  sub¬ 
stantial  balance  of  £1,934  to  carry  forward,  and  in  addition  we 
have  had  special  donations  amounting  to  £1,066  given  for  special 
Capital  Expenditure;  this  amount  is  shown  separately  in  the 
Balance  Sheet. 

Early  in  the  year  the  question  of  accommodation  for  the  Nurs¬ 
ing  and  Domestic  Staff  became  so  urgent  that  the  Committee  de¬ 
cided  to  make  temporary  arrangements,  as  they  anticipated  there 
would  be  restrictions  on  permanent  building  for  some  years  after 
the  war.  Accordingly,  a  temporary  wooden  building  was  pur¬ 
chased  and  erected,  but  unfortunately,  owing  to  the  damage  caused 
by  flying  bombs,  the  licence  was  revoked  before  the  internal  work 
was  begun,  and  many  members  of  the  staff  are  still  accommodated 
in  various  private  houses.  We  hope,  by  the  time  this  Report  is 
published,  we  may  be  given  permission  to  complete  this  work. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  scores  of  old  friends  and  many  new 
ones  for  their  continued  support,  and  we  regret  we  cannot  mention 
all;  we  give  below  some  of  the  more  outstanding  points,  but  we 
would  emphasize  that  we  are  equally  grateful  to  those — many  of 
them  children — who  have  sent  along  small  amounts  in  bun  pence 
and  farthings.  We  appreciate  that  some  of  these  represent  con¬ 
siderable  effort  and  enthusiasm. 

We  do  not  propose  to  occupy  space  mentioning  the  variations 
in  different  items  of  Income  and  Expenditure;  the  comparison  with 
last  year  is,  of  course,  shown  in  the  Income  and  Expenditure 
Account. 

Amongst  donations,  we  would  especially  mention  £750  from 
the  Mayor’s  Joint  Hospitals’  Appeal,  and  we  are  specially  grateful 
to  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress  (Councillor  and  Mrs.  Jackman)  for 
their  untiring  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  two  local  Hospitals.  During 
the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  replace  the  X-Ray  Tube,  anr> 
Lady  Waddilove  kindly  sent  us  a  donation  of  £100  to  defray  the 
cost  Flag  Day  at  £198  broke  another  record,  thanks  again  to  the
